Alumnae 
Offices  are  on  this  floor;  NOW  is 
on  the  floor  below,  also  a 
kitchen  and  refreshment  room.

“We  hope  that  all  of  our 
friends,  in  town,  on  campus, 
everywhere,  will  help  us  use  and 
enjoy  our  new  alumnae  center”, 
said  Jackie  Davis  Richardson, 
alumnae  president.  “Also,  we 
expect  alumnae  from  all  over  to 
return  there  for  a grand  in-ga- 
thering on  Alumnae  Weekend, 
April  19-20.” 

Alumnae  and  other  friends  are 
invited  to  come  and  see  the  new 
center.  An  Open  House  for  the 
entire  surrounding  community  is 
planned. 

Contributions  from  Phase  I of 
the  College  campaign  for  funds 
were  used  for  renovation  of  the 
building,  which  cost  $160,000. 
The  alumnae  association  gave 
$60,000,  raised  for  an  alumnae 
house  over  the  years,  and  is 
bearing  the  expense  of  furnish- 
ings. Cases  for  displays  must  still 
be  ordered.

Although  the  fall  semester 
enrollment  is  down  slightly  as 
compared  with  the  preceding 
year,  B.  E.  Fite,  Admissions 
Director,  says  the  administration 
was  pleased  with  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  transfer  students 
(up  52.5%)  and  with  the  excel- 
lent academic  quality  of  the 
entering  freshman  class.  Thirty- 
nine  per  cent  of  the  ’73  freshmen 
had  a grade  point  average  of  3.50 
or  above,  with  the  freshmen  as  a 
whole  attaining  a G.P.A.  of  3.13. 
Forty-three  per  cent  of  the 
entering  freshmen  were  from 
outside  the  state  of  Georgia.

A piano  virtuoso,  Edward 
Eikner,  has  joined  the  Wesleyan 
music  faculty  as  an  assistant 
professor  of  music.

The  next  year  on  a Fullbright 
grant,  he  earned  the  MM  in  piano 
from  the  Academy  of  Music, 
Belgrade,  Yugoslavia.  He  has 
completed  course  requirements 
for  the  Doctor  of  Musical  Art 
degree  at  Eastman,  where  he 
served  as  a teaching  assistant. 

Mr.  Eikner’s  debut  recital  in 
the  Brahms  Saal,  Vienna,  Aus- 
tria, took  place  in  May,  1970. 
Later  he  broadcast  twice  from 
Belgrade,  which  was  beamed  all 
over  Eastern  Europe. 

He  performed  in  Florence, 
Italy,  in  Luxembourg,  and  in  a 
number  of  towns  in  Texas,  his 
home  state  (bom  in  Midland). 
Last  January  Wesleyan  and  Ma- 
con heard  him  play  on  campus, 
and  look  forward  to  his  concert 
Nov.  18  at  3 p.m. 

He  has  performed  four  times 
with  the  Houston  Symphony 
Orchestra,  last  on  Aug.  10,  and 
this  year  also  with  the  Rochester 
Symphony. 


Seminar  in  Austria 

Dr.  Harry  Gilmer,  professor  of 
religion,  attended  a seven-week 
seminar  of  American  theologians 
based  in  Graz,  Austria,  this 
summer.
